Parliament, wee ſhould ſo much forger his mercies', our owne ſufferings 
and complaints, and the Parliaments faithfull, wiſe,/and effeRtuall indeayours, 
devours;as to hearken to the voyce ofa Malignant partie, who flatter us,calumni- 
are them,and abuſe all; rhis ſhewerh us ro be the Sons of Adam, aprro be temp- 
red,even with an Apple.But ler us examine the cauſes of this our inconſtancy & 
ingratitude, which may be partly inward in our ſelyes, 8 partly outward in others, 

I. Inward in ourſelves, as, © - 

Firſt, long diſcontinuance of Parliaments hath filled this Kingdome fo full of 
difeaſes,thart we grow weary of Phyſicke hefore our Phyſicians can perfe& the 
cure,and had rather venture a relapſe then confirme our healthes by a 
more humours. DE | | 

i Secondly, becauſe the Parliament did nor feafonably fatisfie our anger with 
aniſhment of Delinquents,we are now tired 'with expeQation,and as angry with 
the Parliament as with Delinquents,Bur if we conſider how, and by whom they 


umbone gm, They are too many,roo ſtrong to be broughr to puniſhmene, 
liament found more abilicie in themſelves and more conſtancy in 
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'ommon-wealth from ſlavery and fuperiticion- (the parents of repining Noath 
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and deieted Cowardiſe)we ſhall incourage induſtry,and renew our ſtocke : but 
if we toope under an Arbitrary government, who will worke that others may de= 
vourethe fruits of his labours © Libertie is the fountaine of induſtry, and indus 
ſtry of wealth, . ET 

2, Beſides,the Parliament hath already payd us liberally for all the Taxes 
they have made us pay;zand our payments are bur for the preſent ; their benefirs 
and good Lawes are perperuall.The aboliſhing of ſuperſtition and reforming our 


Religion. The vindicating our Lawes, Liberties and Properties are ineſtimable. 


Shipmony did yearely coſt the kingdome above 200000, pound, Coare and 
Condu@ mony,and other milicary charges (beſides the trouble and terrour) al- 
moſt as much, A few Monopolies did yeare]y preiudice the Subie&t a Million, 
Sope 100000, li, Wine 300000. 1i. Leather almoſt 400000, li, Salt 4000090, li, 
all cheſe,wich many other Monopolies this Parliament hath taken aw:y, Beſides 
what infinite Jammage thoſe diſcouragements of trade brought inviſibly upon 
the Common-wealth, as well Lucro ceſſante, as Damno emergente, And 
(which is the benefit of all- benefits, theQuinteſſence, theElixer,the ſpiric extrated 
our of all their indeavours)the roote of all theſe.wrongs is declared to be againſt 
law by an AR of Parliament, being an arbitrary power,which (for their owne.be- 
nefit more then hjs Maicſties) the prerogative paraſites pretended to be in rhe 
King)of caxing the Subie&s and charging their eſtates ar pleaſure, withour limi- 
cation,and without conſent in Parliament, 

3. This Parliament had not beene ſo chargeable. to the. kingdome, had nor 
the Malignant partie continually mulriplied their troubles, charges and dangers, 
and retarded the remedies. . 


Thirdly this Parliament is more hated then any former Parliament hath been: 


Firſt, becauſe ic hach found more Delinquents,and hath gone farther in ſearching 
and curing wounds and diſeaſes, and eſtabliſhing a. perfe& reformation both in 
Church and State,then-ever any did. Long intermiſſion of Parliaments having 
filled this commonewealth ſo univerſally withijH humors (thar in this old doting 
age,wherein it drawes to its period) we caftineicher indure irs diſeaſes,nor the re- 


medies)And herein this Parliament is moſt unhappy. Secondly, becauſe ir cannox. 


be broken without their owne conſent : Ever fihce which a& paſt, all wayes 
have beene taken by the Court faQtion, to diſſolve or deſtroy it ; before thoſe 
quarrels of Hl or the Militia were thought of. , 

All which plots fayling,they now attempr(what no age will ever beleeve,unleſſe 
it be as wicked as this) ro render odious and ſuſpe&ed to the people this onely 
Sanctuary of their Religion, Lawes, Liberties and properties, The repreſentative 
body of the whole kingdome. 

Fourthly, they labour to make this and all other Parliaments invalid and of no 
authomy or reputation with the people,by infuſing ſuch opinions and doQrines 
mto 
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into them as are inconſiſtent with the nature of Parliaments, and will trike dead rhe 
roote of them, if they be generally believed, Firſt; that if the King deſert the Parlia- 
ment,it 1s a yvoyd aſſembly,8 without power to defend the kingdome, even from open 
| violence, A Righr,nor denied co aprivateperſon aſſaulted. Secondly,thar Parliament 
 priviledges are no where to be read,and ſo the Repreſentation of this whole kindgdom 
gives them no priviledge nor authority. Thirdly, that the major part in Parliament is 
not.conſiderable,when many are abſent or difſenc, Bur to ſtay untill all, or almoſt all 
| are preſent and afſenting,and nor to agwieſſe, in the. Maioritie, is never to bring any 
| thing to concluſton,nay to bring all co tumules and confufion, Fourthly,that the maior 
| part is no maior part, becauſe the fraud of ſome few miſleads them, This Poſition di- 
| videsthe Parliament into two unworthy ſorts of men,Deceivers, & Deceived. Fiftly; 
| that Parliaments may doe diſhonorable; nay treaſonable Ats, And that this Parlia- 
| ment hath beene ſo blinded by ſome few Malignants,as to abert Treaſonin'S. John Ho- 
| tham.(Anſwer to the 19. Propoſitions p.2.See the Anſwer to the Declaration Hay 26, 
.1.2,11.and 28.2y.)Here you fee Treaſon charged upon the repreſentative body of 
the kingdome,and conſequent]y,by refle&ting upon the whole body of the kingdome 
repreſenred. If therefore his Maieſtie rake Armes, ic muſt be againſt us all-(Parliamene 
and People)involved in one common<crime of Treafon,: And yet the maxime of the 
law-is,that no diſhonorable thing is to be preſumed of Parliaments; And (I believe) 
neither reaſon,nor example can ſhew any thing againſt this rule, Sixtly, thatthe Parlia- 
ment hath crampled upon all Law,and the Kings Prerogative,and ſought ro inſlaye the 
whole Kingdowe.During the long abſence of Parliaments, che Prerogative had fiwal- 
lowed the Law,which this Parliament cauſed to be vomired up againe, and reſtored to 
the people;when the Malignant partie thought it had beene digeſted and converted in- 
to the very nature of the Prerogative, And this is -one dangerous 'effe& of the long
